decline in the horse raising indus­

The increase in dairy cows Jbe-

tween 1916 and 1928 is 37 per 
cent, or from 367,286 in 1916 to 
503,636 in 1923. A comparison of

New York, Aug. 18.—The asser- 
tiofi that there would be another 
world war and “the United States 
should get into it at the beginning 
and clean them all up,” was made 
by Henry Ford in September, 1922. 
it is declared in a biography of 
the manufacturer written by AHap 
L. Benson, once a socialist candi­ 
date for president, publication of 
which was announced today. 
Mr. Benson says .the statement 
was made at a time when the dip­ 
lomatic situation 
between Great 
Britain and Turkey was at its 
most acute stag% and rumors of 
war were heard on all sides. 
“Believing that if War should 
come," says Mr. Benson in his 
book, “propaganda wouM at once 
be unloosed to drag the United 
States into it, 
I stopped at Fort 
Dearborn to interview 
Ford, 
I 
thought he would sound a warn­ 
ing against American peirticiifs- 
tion in European affairs. 
To my 
surprise, he did precisely the op­ 
posite.” 
Publication Withheld 
Mr. Benson says be did not pub­ 
lish the interview at the tinife be­ 
cause ‘‘I did not wish his Wall 
street friends to have another club 
to hammer him with. 
He was not 
then a political factor and it seem­ 
ed best not to provide his indus­ 
trial enemies with another weapon. 
Since then Ford has become a po­ 
litical factor and the people are 
entitled to know 
everything )le 
thinks about public affairs.” 
“Ford’s views on war and peace 
have changed radically since the 
beginnnig 
of 
the 
world war,” 
writes Mr. Benson. 
“He told me 
in 1916 that he would not be ih 
favor of resisting even invasion by 
armed force. 
He 
took 
extreme 
pacifist position. 
After America 
entered the war he perhaps cort- 
tributed more to its prosecution 
than any other civilian. 
Hg. now 
believes that we shall be most like­ 
ly to have peace if we have the 
strongest navy in th e world.” 
Roosevelt Forecast Recalled 
'' 
Mr. Benson points out that -Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt once predicted that 
Ford would b e , a candidate for 
president in 1924. 
It was not un­ 
til 1923, however, he continues, 
when “Ford for president” clubs 
began to spring up, that the pub­ 
lic paid any serious attention to 
the possibility. 
' ’ 
As an indication of how-Ford 
felt toward the idea of being presi­ 
dent, Mr. Benson describes an iii- 
cident which he says occurred in 
January, 1922, after a lun(*eon 
attended by the full staff of jexe- 
cutives of the Ford Motor -com­ 
pany. 
“Ford and I walked behind the 
others as we returned to his offi­ 


ces,” says Mr. Benson. 
“Approp- 
08 of nothing in particular. Ford 
suddenly pointed to one of his men 
and said: “Théré is the kind of a 
man I would appoint secretary of 
the navy.”

exportation this year is a burning 
question for Germany, which mn»t 
buy a large portion of its bread-stuffs 
abroad. Contracts' are already re- 
ported to have been made by German 
organizations foe 40 million, gold 
marks, worth of Russian grain, chief- 
ly rye. This transaction is said to 
have been -financed jointly by the 
German government, the German in- 
dustrialists and.the German bankers 
Krassin and other representatives 


of Soviet Russia maintain that the 
Soviet government will be able to ex- 
port three million tons of grain this 
season. They contend that the'season 
there has been more favorable than4 
in Central Europe. 
There has been 


more-sunshine and-no difficulty is 
anticipated in harvesting the grain 
because of rain. In all the Soviet 
government expects to collect about 
11 million tons of grain this year in 
grain taxes, and is planning to ex- 
port almost one-third of this amount.

Russia Plans to 
Export 3 Million 
Tons of Grain

Berlin, Aug. 18.—Russia’s 
grain 
exportation this year is a burning 
question for Germany, which must 
buy a large portion of its bread-stuffs 
abroad. 
Contracts are already re­ 
ported to have been made by German 
organizatirins for 40 million gold 
marks, worth of Russian grain, chief­ 
ly rye. This traqsaction is said to 
have been financed jointly by the 
German government, the German in­ 
dustrialists and the German hankers 
Krassin and other representatives 
of Soviet Russia maintain that the 
Soviet government will be able to ex­ 
port three million tons of grain this 
season. They contend that the season 
there has been more favorable thnif 
in Central Europe. 
There has been 
more sunshine and no difficulty is 
anticipated in harvesting the grain 
because of rain. In all the Soviet 
government expects to collect about 
11 million tons of grain thi.s year in 
grain taxes, and is planning to ex­ 
port almost one-third of this amount. 
Grain crop.s in Germany are in ex­ 
cellent condition as a result 
of the 
abundant rain which has fallen grad­ 
ually throughout the spring and early 
summer. But the lack of sunshine h?- 
fore July 1 has caused apprehension 
less there be insufficient heat and 
sunshine to ripen the grain and make 
harvest possible.

LET US HAVE ACTION 
Announcement that the supreme court has affirmed 
Judge Jansonius in upholding the validity of the bon(l 
election to provide funds to take over the water plant is good 
news. 
It will make possible an early approval of the bond 
issue and should enable the city to take over the water plant 
With comparatively little delay. 
While there appeared to 
be not much doubt of the legality of the city’s position, it 
was neces.sary either to have a favorable decision or a new 
bond election which would have caused additional delay. 
Work of cleaning the reservoirs of the water plant ought 
to be started Monday morning. 
Who should do the work 
or who should pay for it is not so important as that it should 
be done without delay. 
The fact that the reservoirs have 
hot been cleaned for many months has led to a horrible 
condition, never before equalled. 
It was explained by rep­ 
resentatives of the water company that the condition of the 
river made it impossible to clean the re.servoirs until recently. 
Granted that is true, the work should have been started as 
quicklv as it could be .started. 
within the last two days reports have reached The 
Tribune that many people are suffering from intestinal 
troubles because of the condition of the water, which has 
steadily grown worse. 
One employer reports several em ­ 
ployes absent from duty because of this. 
Several children 
*re reported seriously ill. 
Turbidity of the water has been 
complained of in the past, but some health authorities 
iciaimed it did not affect the health of the community. 
How­ 
ever, at this time the city health officer says the water 
^should be boiled before drinking. 
The health department 
has ordered the reservoirs cleaned. 
There has been quib- 
•jilihg over the cost of this work. 
j, 
It is of course the liusiness of the water company to 
iumi.sh pure water as long as it is in business unless, as it 
jclaims, it has had an understanding that such work would 
be done by the city because the city had agreed to take over 
the plant. 
But why quibble over the few hundred dollars cost to 
clean the reservoirs when the health of the community is 
at stake? 
Let the police power be exercised at once if 
necessary to end a deplorable copdition. .

Original Cast in Roosevelt 
Statue to State Society

Bismarck will obtain a replica of 
the famous 
equestrian statue 
of 
Theodore Roosevelt which was given 
to the people of PortlaiM, Oregon, by 
Dr. Henry Waldo Coe, form er ree- 
ident of Mandan and form er president 
of the North Dakota Medical Asso­ 
ciation. 
Lewis F. Crawford, secretary of 
the State Historical Society, announ­ 
ced today th at ho had received word 
from Dr. Coc stating th at he would 
give the cast to the state society. 
Mr. Crawford plans to place it in the 
new-Liberty Memorial building, to bo 
occupied about next January 1, prob­ 
ably in a corridor. 
The statue given to Portland, Ore­ 
gon, where Dr. Coe has resided for 
many years, is by A. Phinneas Proc­ 
to r and is said to be one of the finest 
of its kind in America. When Dr. Coe 
was in Bismarck a year ago visiting 
Dr, and Mrs. G. A. Rawlingá he an­ 
nounced his desire to give the plaster 
cast, which is an exact duplicate of 
the bronze statue to Mandan, Biz-, 
marck or Minot. Many local citizens 
urged Dr. Coe to place it here, es­ 
pecially in view of the fact th at the 
log cabin Theodore Roosevelt used 
in the Badlands is on the state 
capítol grounds. Minot sent a dele­ 
gation to Portland to see Dr. Coe, and 
It is understood that Minot will re­ 
ceive a statue of sm aller size than 
the one in Portland, to stand adja­ 
cent to the Roosevelt highway.

Federal Government Takes 


Precautions in Guarding 


Intoxicants 


LOSSES NEGLIGIBLE 


•Wa-hington, Aug. 18 —Extraordin- 


ary precautions for the safeguarding 
of their supplies of alcohol are,tak- 
en by the various departments of the 


j go\ crnment which use this commo- 
dity, now so much in demand for 
the malting of what IB fte parlance 
of the bootlegger is styled "sympath- 
etic" intoxicants. 


Officials of the departments and 


bureaus declare the 
systems they 


have installed have operated so suc- 
cessfully that their losses have been 
negligible, confined to the theft of 
a pint here and a quart there. 'And 
so close is the check, they assert, 
that frequently even 
these 
small 


peculations are traced and the of- 
fenders dismissed. 


At the Nat-onal Museum, which, in 


the preservation of specimens- sent 
to it from all parts of the world, uses 
only the very highest grade of al- 
cohol, the liquid is kept in a steel 
%ault to which only one employe oth- 
er than the staff officers has access. 
The key to the vault is kept under, 
a separate lock. 


Supplies are drawn on requisitions 


and the uses raa'de of the alcohol are 
carefullj traced and checked. 
The 


museum officer^ say that there are 
losses from evaporation and spillage, 
but that in their system these are 
carefully estimated-and due allowance 
made. 


The Navy Department, which prob- 


ably is the largest user of alcohol in 
the government, also has wor£ed oat 
an elaborate system for the safe- 
guarding of its supply. 
The total 


used is about 1.000.000 gallons an- 
nually, half of which goes into the 
manufacture of smokeless powder. 
At those stations and depots where 
the volume of alcohol on hand war- 
rants, the liquid is kept in special 
steel tanks in rooms under lock, with 
the keys in the possession of com- 
missioned officers or trusted civilian 
employes. 


On ship board and at the smaller 


stations the supplies also are in the 
custody of commissioned officers. Tn 
all cases the liquid is furnished on 
requisition and a check up of its u"es 
made to see that none is diverted. 


Similar systems are in operation in 


the Department of Agriculture, the 
Bureau of Standards, the Bureau of 
Fisheries and other federal agencies 
using alcohol in their daily opera- 
tions.
